“The 1966 crop of sugar cane 
produced the largest amount of 
sugar produced to, date in Florida. 
Final production figures show 
652,260 tons of. raw sugar were 
made from 6,057,294 net tons of 
sugar cane. This was some 98,000 
tons more sugar than: from the 
previous crop. 

“Weather conditions throughout 
the entire crop-were considered tu 
be almost ideal. Adequate rainfall 
wag received during the summer, 


throughout harvest Broadly 
speaking, the weather played an 
important, though immeasurable, 
influence on the crop. 

“Those closely related to the 
Florida sugar industry are well 
aware of the state’s incre: sugar 
production during the : Crop, 
and in general, know that yields, 
- both in sugar cewe per acre and 
in sucrose (sugar per ton), im- 
proved over the previous crop. 

<. "To make some comparisons be- 

“tween the 1966 crop and the’ 1965 
4. crop, both from total production 
غ29‎ standpoint and from individual 
farm levels. ‘The. discussion is 
mainly limited to comparisons be- 
2 tween the last two crops, 1965 and 
1966, because up to the 1965 crop 
many of thé sugar cane farms in 
Florida were only in their first one 
or two, years of production bap 
therefore, a detailed analysis of 
statistical data for at. period 
would ‘probably be less ingful 
than the last two crops. 

“Two visible factors are’ respon- 
sible for the increase in total ton~ 
age of sugar cane from 1965 to 
1966: 9) more acreage harvested 
for sugar and (2) an inttease of 
2.07° net tons of sugar cane ‘per 
acre, The increase in acreage hat- 
vested. for sugar during the 1966 
crop was caused by three things: 
(1) ‘about 1,900 additional proppr- 
tionate share acres resulting from 
ai compensating adjustment for 
over-plantings in Louisiana (other
